environmental Quality and by a 
special consultant hired by the 
county to conduct a water study in 
the area 
The developers presented reports 
from a geologist, Donald Weaver, 
and a water consultant, William 
Kills, claiming the project wouldn’t 
cause serious environmental side 
effects 
Hoard 
chairman 
Charles 
F. 
Catterlin sided with north county 
supervisors Francis H Beattie and 
Curtis Tunnell to hack up the 
developer's appeal and approve the 
tentative map of the project slated 


in rolling, oak studded hills 
It was the third such project the 
three had hacked in agriculturally- 
zoned lands east of Los Olivos over 
the 
objections 
of

environmentalists 
and

community organizations in the 
valley 
Previously,

U P I) 
President Nixon’s lawyer charged 
today that the Watergate grand jury 
had no authority to name Nixon an 
unindicted co-conspirator in the 
cover-up 
and 
demanded 
the 
President be given secret evidence 
that led to that conclusion 
Presidential attorney James St. 
Clair also asked U. S. District Judge 
John 
J. 
Sirica 
to 
forward 
immediately a copy of that secret 
grand jury evidence to the Supreme 
Court, which is considering Nixon’s 
refusal to surrender subpoenaed 
evidence in the cover -up case. 
"In my opinion, the grand jury 
was acting outside its authority m 
naming 
the 
President 
as 
an 
unindicted co-conspirator, St. Clair 
said in legal papers filed with Sirica, 
"but even if it were acting properly, 
the evidence presented was and is 
totally insufficient to support the 
action 
taken, 
and 
in 
fact, 
contradicts that action." 
St. Clair said that from listening 
to grand jury testimony of former 
Nixon aides presented in recent 
weeks 
to 
the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
that 
is 
considering 
Nixon’s 
impeachment, 
he 
has 
"reason to believe" it was this 
testimony that led the grand jury to 
name the President an unindicted 
co-conspirator

Nixon reclines at palace, readies for Cairo 


SALZBURG, Austria (UPI) - 
President Nixon got a report today 
from Chancellor Bruno Kreisky on 
the Austrian leader’s recent Mideast 
visit, then turned to completing 
preparations for his own historic 
"journey for peace" beginning with 
a lavish arrival in Cairo Wednesday 
morning. 
Away from the cares of Watergate 
and the impeachment proceedings 
at 
home, 
Nixon 
relaxed 
and 
recovered 
from 
“ jet 
lag” 
at 


Klesheim Palace, a baroque, 18th 
century mansion on the outskirts of 
Salzburg before starting on his five- 
nation trip. 
Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler 
said Nixon would hold his first 
meeting with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat at Qubba Palace in 
Cairo Wednesday afternoon. 
Sadat, an admirer of the President 
and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, 
has 
planned 
a 
big 
welcome 
complete 
with 
100,000 


cheering 
Egyptians 
as 
partial 
thanks to Nixon for the United 
States’ crucial role in bringing a 
cease-fire between his country and 
Israel. 
The trip resulted in extreme 
security 
measures, 
including 
hundreds of policemen stationed 
around Klesheim Palace and more 
stationed on Austria’s borders, with 
special instructions to watch for 
Arabs trying to enter the country. 
Ziegler 
today 
defended 
the 


President’s decision to make the 
trip against criticism at home, 
especially from Sen. 
Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., that Nixon should 
stay 
home 
while 
the 
House 
Ju d ic ia r y 
C o m m itte e ’s 
impeachment inquiry was going on 
and 
inflation 
is 
bothering 
the 
economy. 
Ziegler had said Watergate and 
related problems would not be 
discussed 
during 
the 
trip, 
and 
reiterated that stand today. 


Financial static dims view of cable TV

(Editor’s note: This is the third 
article in a series looking into 
Lompoc’s cable television franchise 
at a crossroads in its development.) 


Teleprompter Corp. last week 
answered 
a 
15-page city 
questionnaire 
on 
local 
cable 
television finances with a one page 
letter. It said that much of the asked 
for figures were either unavailable 
or not pertinent to the firm’s 
request for a monthly subscriber 
rate hike from $4.50 to $6.95 for the 
Lompoc franchise. 
Gene 
W ah lers, 
city 
administrative 
officer, will 
probably confer on the matter with 
Teleprompter officials at their New 
York home office within the next 
three weeks. 
Drafted by the city cable TV 
committee, the questionnaire was 
meant to provide the 
city with 
financial 
background 
for their 
recommendation 
on 
the rate 
request. That recommendation will 
very 
likely 
be postponed 
until 


Teleprompter elaborates on local 
system finances, which the firm 
reported will be $82,000 in the red 
this fiscal year. 
The financial laundry list touches 
on a realm of items, including cash 
flow, 
overhead, 
payroll, capital 
outlays, 
depreciation 
and 
the 
amount of Lompoc subscribers’ 
funds that are channeled back to 
New York. 
The Lompoc City Council will 
make the final rate decision after a 
local public hearing required by the 
F e d e r a l 
Com m unications 
Commission (FCC). 
If 
Wahlers, 
who 
w ill 
be 
vacationing in Washington DC., 
makes the New York trip, he may 
also 
return 
with 
a 
view 
of 
Teleprompter’s national financial 
picture. It could bear importantly on 
possible city demands that the firm 
improve local programming and 
reception here as a condition of the 
higher rates. 
For Teleprompter, owner of 143 
U.S. cable systems and the giant of 
its field, it’s been a bad year. 
The firm’s surprise disclosure last 


September that it was cancelling $15 
million in capital spending spurred 
the 
Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission (SEC) to embark on a 
still pending management study and 
to suspend trading of Teleprompter 
stock on the New York Stock 
Exchange for two months. 
As a result, the overextended 
firm’s stock price plummeted from 
a 1973 high of $34.50 per share to 
bottom out at $3.75. It’s now traded 
at around $4.75 per share. 
Recently, Teleprompter reported 
to the SEC a $29.7 million loss 
nationwide in 1973 and first period of 
this year also running in the red. 
The company attributed the bulk 
of the loss to a $37.4 million liability 
incurred from systems it procured 
but could 
no longer afford to 
develop. But these "write down” 
expenses of returned franchises, 
spokesmen added, have mostly all 
been accounted for and will not be 
future liabilities. 
Also on the up side for the once 
glamour issue was a 
reported 
increase since black September of 
from 156,000 to 1.015 million paying 


subscribers nationally. The firm’s 
officers predicted it will return to 
profit making in the next period. 
As reported in the Wall Street 
Journal, 
present 
Teleprompter 
officials have launched a shift from 
a 
corporate 
policy 
of 
system 
acquisition and construction to one 
of marketing, budget controls and 
rate increases at existing systems. 
Practically all the company’s top 
management 
echelons 
were 
replaced last summer when Jack 
Kent Cooke, largest single share 
holder, voyaged to New York to take 
the reins of a corporate financial 
picture he described as "like a 
turtle on its back with its legs in the 
air.”

SALZBURG, Austria (U PI) — Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
threatened today to resign unless "leaks and innuendos’’ regarding his in­ 
volvement in national security wiretaps were halted immediately.

Kissinger 
reiterated 
that 
he 
did 
not 
initiate 
or 
recommend 
the 
wiretaps, 
and 
charged that the campaign against 
him 
springs 
from

Judiciary Committee investigating 
the

Nixon 
"If it is not cleared up. I will 
resign,' 
Kissinger declared, his 
voice 
hoarse 
and 
choked 
with 
emotion 
In a letter made public by the 
White House. Kissinger asked the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee to review his testimony 
on wiretaps, and said he was willing 
to appear before the committee at 
any time— even though he had no 
cause to change his testimony. 
"If the committee decides on a 
review. I would not object should it 
wish to examine relevant security 
files and reports on wiretaps sent to 
my office.” Kissinger said. 
In Washington, the committee 
unanimously voted two hours after 
Kissinger's resignation threat to 
review the secretary of state’s role 
in national security affairs 
Sen. Alan Cranston. D-Calif ., said 
"I think it’s incredibly sad that 
Watergate is now threatening to 
bring down even Henry Kissinger... 
the 
one 
man 
in 
the 
Nixon 
administration who has achieved so 
much in terms of peace.” 
Kissinger’s abruptly called news 
conference was held in an inn near 
the palace where President Nixon 
was staying at the beginning of his 
Mideast trip. 
Kissinger acknowledged that he 
knew some of his aides were likely 
to be wiretapped when he supplied 
names of persons who has access to 
sensitive materials, but he said that 
knowledge 
did 
not 
constitute 
ordering their telephones tapped 
"The implication that my office 
was spending time reading salacious 
reports about my subordinates ... is 
symptomatic of the poisonous cli­ 
mate of our times,” he said 


Kissinger made it clear he has 
been angry since his Washington 
news conference last Thursday after 
a 
triumphant 
return 
from 
his 
successful 33-day Mideast trip in 
which he secured the Israeli-Syrian 
cease-fire He was ready to discuss 
his mission but was hit instead with 
questions about wiretapping and 
asked if he had retained counsel for 
possible "perjury ’’ 


Of his Mideast effort, he told 
reporters today: "I would like to 
think that when the record is written 
that perhaps some lives were saved 
and mothers are at rest I leave that 
to history. 


"But I will not leave to history my 
public honor, he added. 
Kissinger 
at 
his 
Senate 
confirmation hearings last year said 
he was not involved in the taps on at 
least 17 of his subordinates and 
others and had no knowledge of the 
White House Plumbers unit set up to 
stop leaks of national security 
matters to the press. Members of 
the Judiciary Committee said they 
heard evidence that might indicate 
otherwise. 


As for his concern for national 
security leaks, Kissinger said at the 
news 
conference: 
" I 
do 
not 
apologize for it. It is not a shady 
affair .. It follows legal procedures. 
It is perfectly true I was profoundly 
disturbed by the publication of the 
Pentagon Papers and the leaking of 
10.000 classified documents.” 
He said he would not have been 
doing his duty had he not been 
worried. 
Two 
White 
House 
aides, 
Alexander M. Haig, Kissinger’s 
former 
assistant 
and 
now 
presidential chief of staff, and Press 
Secretary 
Ronald 
L. 
Ziegler, 
appeared taken back at the news 
conference as the reporters who 
were summoned there by Ziegler 
saying, "Kissinger has something to 
get off his chest." 


Judge delays trial of 
Ehrlichman indefinitely

Judge Gerhard A 
Gesell today 
ordered an indefinite delay in the 
criminal conspiracy trial of former 
presidential 
aide

Ehrlichman 
because 
President 
Nixon “ flatly refuses” to surrender 
evidence 
the 
judge 
said 
was 
necessay for the defense. 


Gesell rejected as unacceptable a 
White House offer of compromise in 
the evidentiary dispute and said he 
would "very soon" issue orders to 
enforce Ehrlichman’s subpoenas on 
the President. 


But 
he 
said 
the 
trial 
of 
Ehrlichman’s three co-defendants in 
the Ellsberg break-in case would go 
forward 
as 
scheduled 
starting 
Monday. 


Gesell has vigorously rejected 
Nixon’s claim to be the sole judge of 
what 
evidence 
should 
be 
surrendered in the Ellsberg case. 


The judge held a hearing to 
receive Ehrlichman’s response to a 
White House suggestion Monday 
outlining 
procedures 
whereby 
Ehrlichman —but not his lawyer 
—could look at materials at the 
White House that Ehrlichman says 
he needs to defend himself against 
charges connected with the break-in 
of the office of the psychiatrist of 


Pentagon Papers defendant Daniel 
Ellsberg. 
William S. Frates, Ehrlichman’s 
lawyer, told Gesell the proposal was 
"completely unacceptable" because 
it denied his client his constitutional 
right to counsel. Gesell agreed. 


Watergate 
Prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski had sided with the White 
House in urging the court to deny 
Ehrlichm an’s 
demands 
for 
extensive White House evidence for

French set for atmospheric 
atomic blast in Pacific 


PARIS (UPI) — French ships and warplanes fanned out around a South 
Pacific testing ground today and government officials said France’s first 
nuclear blast in the atmosphere this year may come as early as this week. 
A special communique banned all civilian shipping and airline flights 
from a vast area over the testing ground at Muruora atoll, 500 miles south­ 
east of the island of Tahiti. 
French navy and air force units took up positions around the tiny South 
Pacific atoll, guarding against possible moves to send protest ships into the 
region to halt the blasts. 
Australia and New Zealand repeated Monday strong complaints against 
the French tests. Both nations sent ships into the French zone last year. 
Australian Foreign Minister Don Willesee said his government "deplores 
the prospect of further French atmospheric nuclear tests in the Pacific this 
year.” 
French officials said the purpose of the tests was to perfect warheads for 
medium-range missiles to be based in underground silos in France and 
aboard the nation’s fleet of nuclear-powered submarines. 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing, in his first major policy decision 
since his election May 19, gave the Pacific command a go ahead for the 
controversial nuclear tests. 
# 
But in an apparent effort to silence domestic and foreign critics of the 
tests Giscard d’Estaing announced that all future tests as of 1975 will be 
held underground.

The 
AFL-CIO County 
Fire 
Fighters 
Union 
proposed late Monday that the 
county close down a north county fire 
station, annex offshore and Los Padres 
National Forest areas, and utilize salary 
savings in the Fire Departm ent to fund a 10 
per cent pay boost sought bv the union 
County supervisors heard the request 
from Michael Bennett, president of the 
county firem en s group They didn’t reject 
or 
a cce p t 
any 
of 
the 
p roposals 
im m ediately, and were told it would be a 
year or more before any revenues could 
come from any such annexations. 
Bennett said the county had turned down 
the Union's wage proposals on the grounds 
that the county didn't have the money to 
finance them in its fire services budgets 
because voters had turned down a County 
Fire D istrict tax override in the Primary 
Election. 
He said he felt his proposals could bring 


about the necessary funds to provide the 
additional 2 per cent pay boost the firemen 
are seeking They are engaged in a work 
slowdow n in pressing their case 
Bennett 
said 
the county could 
save 
money by closing the Los Alamos Fire 
District station, since it will apparently be 
unable to provide structure fire protection 
due to loss ot a tax override in that district. 
But Fire Chief John Risdon said the district 
is 
obligated 
to 
continue 
to 
provide 
watershed protection regardless under the 
county's pact with the state 
Bennett said there are 20 positions to be 
filled in the County Fire Departm ent, and 
suggested taking salary savings from the 
funded accounts to pay the recalcitrant fire 
fighters. 
Chief Risdon. concerning the Los Alamos 
situation, said he was not sure as yet “ how 
to handle the situation ” He said, however, 
the station must be manned 
in some 
manner. 
M eanwhile, the firem en's union began 
picketing of the law offices and businesses 
of the four of the five county supervisors.

Another of Cooke's bold strikes was to cut 900 em ployes, 
including many local programming directors, from the 
Teleprom pter payroll, saving m ore than $16 million The 
position of Lompoc's program director, though, was not 
cut. 


The dynamic* Canadian, who owned H & B American 
cable TV when it merged with Teleprompter in 1970, now 
reports Teleprompter back on its feet and “doing about as 
well as it has ever done in its history.' H & B operated the 
Lompoc cable system until Teleprom pter took over here, 
also in 1970.

“They've consolidated considerably, 
local General 
Manager Bill Grinstead described the national picture,

The tear ot som e m em bers of the city's cable TV panel is 
that Teleprom pter may want the local rate hike primarily 
to bolster its national financial position.

“ Any corporation has to pay for an office, a home 
office...The formula for Teleprompter is derived by the 
number of subscribers and is computed on a subscriber 
basis and a couple of other factors.

The 
cost is not that outstanding I hope to have the exact figure 
for the cable com m ittee the next tim e they m eet." 
Grinstead added that the figures would in this respect 
prove Teleprompter “ better than most' corporations. 
John Batem an, owner of John Bateman A ssociates, a 
cable TV consultant, has likened the recent predicam ent of 
the cable industry as a whole to that of a dazed prize fighter 
after a series of financial uppercuts. The blow-by-blow 
description goes this way: 
— An FCC requirement that system s with over 3,500 
subscribers produce and air a “ significant amount of local 
programming. Lompoc falls within this category. 
— A following FCC dictum that cable system s pay 
copyright fees for distributing certain types of broadcast 
programs. 
— A broad FCC requirement that all cable system s attain 
a prescribed level of technical quality and service by 1977. 
Teleprompter of Lompoc has made major equipment 
im provem ents in its local programming but has not yet 
satisfied all of the 1977 requirements. 
— Increases rates for laying or suspending cable on 
telephone poles. 
—Leaps in the prim e interest (lending) rate and soaring 
costs of construction and labor. 
— An FCC mandate that franchises with cities be for a 
minimum of 10 and a m axim um of 15 years. The 15 year 
maximum has trim m ed the tim e cable concerns have to 
make back their investm ents and show a profit. 
— Broader local programming requirements of cities as 
conditions of rate increases or new franchises. 
— To these could be added pending federal legislation 
prohibiting cable system s from importing professional 
sports programs not available in their service area via 
antenna. 
Bateman, who is on record as an advocate of municipally 
owned cable television system s, has offered his services to 
Lompoc as a cable TV consultant and auditor. He also 
heads up the Public Cable Television Authority, a joint 
powers agency formed of several Los Angeles area cities. 
According to Bateman, and also to former Lompoc City 
Attorney Jim Longtin, cities will be able to purchase 
depreciated cable system s from their franchised operators 
with revenue bonds at little or no risk and at low cost. 
The sam e, Bateman adds, could be accom plished by a 
consortium of cities or by a city and a franchise operator in 
combination. This could be done, Longtin has indicated, 
after 
a 
period 
of 
depreciation 
of 
system 
capital 
improvements. 
Grinstead disagrees and had this reaction: 
“There’s only one fallacy in that and that is that if you 
(the cable company) are going to stay on top of the damn 
thing (the franchise), you’re never going to have a 
depreciated system . We depreciate our plant primarily on a 
15 year straight line basis right now. Electronics are 
changing so fast that the state of the art continues to grow 
and improve and I don’t think you’ll ever get to the point 
where you’ll have a depreciated plant. 
“ We rebuilt this system in 1972 at a pretty good sized 
investm ent. Now, that plant will not be depreciated until 
1987 or something like that. Before that tim e, I’m sure that 
there are going to be other improvements, other capital 
investm ents. If we ever get to a fully depreciated plant, I 
would think that we would be in a world of hurt.’’ 
Planned capital im provem ents to the Lompoc system is 
another financial line item requested of Teleprompter by 
the Lompoc cable TV com m ittee in its questionnaire that,

Jaworski, siding with St. Clair against Ehrlichman’s 
subpoena, does not want the issue to result in dismissal of 
charges for lack of evidence. Gesell has said Nixon’s lack of 
cooperation “ borders on obstruction” of justice, and he 
could hold Nixon or other White House aides in contempt, 
though it is considered unlikely.

Thunderstorms which battered the Midwest last week 
moved on to the Atlantic Coast today, carting tornadoes and 
heavy winds. 


Late Monday, a tornado touched ground in the Rochester, 
N.Y. suburbs of Greece and Parma and tornado warnings 
and watches were issued for all of New York State. The 
storm uprooted trees, damaged garages and overturned 
some mobile homes Monday night but no injuries were 
reported. 


Another tornado whisked through southwestern Pennsyl­ 
vania Monday night, knocking down trees and blowing shin­ 
gles off a barn roof. Heavy winds felled trees in Jefferson 
and Westmoreland counties and police said powerlines 
were down in the area. 


More thundershowers drifted into Oklahoma and showers 
formed over eastern South Dakota. Clouds enshrouded 
lower Michigan and northern New England. Showers hit the 
Atlantic Coast including Florida. 


Some fog impaired vision along the Pacific Coast. 
Between a half-inch and an inch of rain fell on Syracuse, 
N.Y., Wilkes Baree, Penn., Tampa, Fla. and Glynco, Ga., 
Early morning temperatures ranged from 38 degrees at 
Marquette, Mich., to 91 a Blythe, Calif. 
On the East Coast, power companies cut back their 
voltage Monday in an effort to deal with the massive 
demand for electricity caused by temperatures in the 90s. 
The mercury reached its highest recorded point, 96, in New 
York City.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LOMPOC, CALIFORNIA, 
REPEALING AND READOPTING ARTICLE II OF CHAPTER 29 OF 
THE LOMPOC CITY CODE RELATING TO A SEW ER SYSTEM 
ORDINANCE 
WHEREAS, the City of Lompoc has provided facilities for the collection 
and treatment of wastewater to promote the health, safety and 
convenience of its people and for the safe-guarding of water resources 
common to all. and 
WHEREAS, the California Regional Water Quality Control Board, 
Central Coast Region, has promulgated waste discharge requirements for 
the Lompoc Valley Regional Wastewater Management System which will 
require stringent and continuous control of the quality of wastewaters 
discharged by the system and 
WHEREAS, there exist wastes which are so toxic, caustic, or acidic, 
that their discharge to a municipal wastewater system must be prohibited 
by law, and 
WHEREAS, the adoption of a source control program is the most 
equitable and least disruptive means of controlling the Concentration of 
certain substances in the City’s wastewater treatment plant effluent 
NOW, THEREFORE, the City Council of the City of Lompoc does 
ordain as follows: 
SECTION I Article II of Chapter 29 of the Lompoc City Code is hereby 
repealed 
SECTION 2 Article II is added to Chapter 29 of the Lompoc City Code 
This Article is attached hereto and incorporated herein as though set forth 
in full 
SECTION 3 This ordinance shall be in effect at 12:01 a m on the 31st 
day after adoption

SEW ER SYSTEM ORDINANCE 
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Article II. Sewer System 
Division 1. General provisions. 
Sec. 29-23 Title. 
This Article shall be known as the Sewer System Ordinance of the City of 
Lompoc. 


Sec 29-23.1. Definitions. 
(a) Unless the particular provision or the context otherwise requires, 
the definitions and provisions contained in this section shall govern the 
construction, meaning, and application of words and phrases used in this 
article, and, except to the extent that a particular word or phrase is 
otherwise specifically defined in this section, the definitions and 
provisions contained in Chapter 1 of this Code shall also govern the 
construction, meaning, and application of words and phrases used in this 
article. The definition of each word or phrase shall constitute, to the 
extent applicable, the definition of each word or phrase which is 
derivative from it, or from which it is a derivative, as the case may be 
(b) Biochemical Oxygen Demand (BOD) means the quantity of oxygen, 
expressed in parts per million by weight, utilized in the biochemical 
oxidation of organic matter under standard laboratory conditions for five 
days at a temperature of 20 degrees centigrade. The laboratory 
determination shall be made in accordance with procedures set forth in 
the latest edition of “ Standard Methods ” 
(c) Building Sewer Lateral means the sewer from a building to the 
public sewer main 
(d) Chlorine Requirement means the amount of chlorine, in parts per 
million by weight, which must be added to wastewater to produce a 
specified residual chlorine content or to meet the requirements of some 
other objective, in accordance with procedures set forth in “ Standard 
Methods .”

(e) Director means the Director of Public Works of the City or his 
designated representative. 
(f) Discharger means any person who discharges, or who allows the 
discharge of, any waste or wastewater into a public sewer, and includes 
any person who is responsible for, owns, operates or manages in any 
respect a business, enterprise or operation which discharges any material 
into the public sewer. 
(g) District means all the area within the limits of Assessment District 
58 5 described in City Council Resolution No 999 
(h) Fixture means any appurtenance connected to a building sewer. 
(i) Ground Garbage means the residue from the preparation and 
dispensing of food, or the handling, storage or sale of food products and 
produce that has been shredded to such a degree that all particles will be 
carried freely in suspension under the flow conditions prevailing at the 
point of discharge into the public sewer with no particle bigger than one- 
half inch in any dimension 
(j) Industrial Waste means any solid, liquid or gaseous substance 
discharged or permitted to flow into the public sewer from any industiral, 
manufacturing, commerical or business establishment or process or from 
the development, recovery or processing of any natural resource. 
(k) Medical Facility means any hospital, clinic, medical laboratory, 
office of a doctor of dentist, convalescent home or related medical or 
therapeutic facility 
(1) Milligrams per Liter < mg-1) means the same as parts per million 
(m) Natural outlet means any outlet or discharge point into a water 
course, pond, ditch, lake, or other body of surface or ground water 
(n) Parts per Million (ppm) means a weight-to-weight ratio; the ppm 
multiplied by a factor of 8 345 shall be equivalent to parts per million 
gallons of water 
(0) Pretreatment means the treatment of wastewater from a source 
before introduction into the wastewater system 
1 p) Public sewer means a sewer subject to the control of the city 
<q> pH means the logarithm (base 10) of the reciporcal of the hydrogen 
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ion concent ration expressed in m oles per liter It hall be determined bv 
one of the procedures outlined in Standard Methods 
<ri Sanitary Sewer means a sewer that conveys sewage or industrial

The owner or occupier of any property used for human occupancy 
abutting on any street or easement in which there is located a sewer 
main, is required at his expense to construct a building sewer lateral 
serving waste discharge lixtures in or on said property and connect said 
lateral to the mam in accordance with the provisions of the applicable 
plumbing code, construction standards of the city, and the provisions of 
this article, within one hundred twenty days after notice from the Director 
to do so provided that such main is within two hundred feet of the 
property. 
Sec 29-23 3 Private Disposal Facilities Prohibited 
Except as provided in this Article, it shall be unalwful to construct or 
maintain a privy, privy vault, septic tank, cesspool, leach field or other 
similar facility intended for use for the disposal of wastewater 
Sec. 29 23 4 Right of Discharge Limited 
It shall be unlawful to discharge any sanitary sewage, industrial wastes 
or polluted water, except where suitable treatment has been provided in 
accordance with this article, into any place other than a public sewer 
Sec. 29 23.^Tampering With Public Sewer 
No person shall wilfully break, damage, destroy, uncover, deface or 
tamper with any structure, appurtenance or equipment which is a part of 
the wastewater system 
Sec 29-23 6 Maintaining Private Sewer 
Any person owning or controlling any premises connected to the public 
sewer shall keep all building sewer laterals and fixtures in good working 
order and repair at all times at his own expense. 
Sec 29-23 7 Right of Inspection 
Any agent or employee of the city, while in the discharge of his duties, 
shall be allowed access to make personal examination of any premises 
connected to the public sewer for the inspection of sewer pipes and 
equipment connected to such sewer, examination of processes and 
business records related to processes which discharge or cause a 
discharge into the public sewer, plus a personal assessment or analyses of 
discharge amounts and qualities Such access shall be allowed at all 
reasonable times and places and to the degree necessary to take 
samplings and make examinations necessary or convenient to carry out 
the purposes of this article or determine the nature and extent of any 
suspected pollution or wastewater nuisance 
Sec. 29-23.8 Rules and Regulations 
The Director of Public Works is hereby empowered to adopt such rules, 
regulations and 
standards as he may deem reasonably necessary to 
implement the provisions of this article, to protect the city wastewater 
system as it is designed to operate and to control and regulate the proper 
use thereof, provided, however, that the terms and provisions of such 
rules and regulations shall be promulgated in a manner best directed to 
result in the uniform control of the system. Any discharger or other person 
adversely affected by any such rules, regulation or standard may within 
ten days after being required to comply therewith by the Director may 
appeal the application of the rule, regulation or standard to the City 
Council who may decide upon the reasonableness of the application of said 
rule, regulation or standard The decision of the Council shall be final 
Sec. 29-23.9 Special Agreements. 
Nothing in this article shall be construed as prohibiting any special 
agreement or arrangement between the city and any person whereby a 
waste of unusual strength or character may be admitted to the 
wastewater system, either before or after pretreatment, provided that 
there is no impairment of the functioning of the wastewater system by 
reason of the admission of such wastes, and no extra costs are incurred by 
the city w ithout recompense by the person 


Division 2. Prohibition of Discharge of Specific Substances. 


Sec 29-23 15 Discharge Prohibited 
ta) No person shall discharge, or cause or allow to be discharged, any 
stormwater, surface water, groundwater, roof runoff, subsurface 
drainage, cooling water or unpolluted industrial process waters into any 
sanitary sewer. Stormwater and all natural unpolluted water shall be 
discharged to such drains as are specifically designated as storm drains, 
or to a natural outlet approved bv the Director Industrial cooling water or 
unpolluted process waters may be discharged, upon approval of the 
Director, to a storm drain 
ibi No persons shall discharge, cause or allow to be discharged, any of 
the following described waters or wastes to a public sewer: 
1 Any solids, liquids or gases which by themselves or bv interaction 
with other substances may cause fire or explosion hazards, or in any other 
way be injurious to persons, property or the operation of the wastewater 
system These substances include but are not limited to gasoline, benzene, 
naptha, solvent and fuel oil 
2 Any noxious or malodorous solid, liquid, or gas, which either singly or 
by interaction with substances, is capable of interfering with wastewater 
treatment or processes, creating a public nuisance or hazards, or 
preventing entry into sewers for their maintenance and repair. 
3 Any ashes, asphalt, dead animals, offal, cinders, sand, mud, straw, 
shavings, metal, glass, rags, feather, tar, plastics, wood, whole blood, 
animal manure, bones, hair or fleshings, entrails, paper dishes, paper 
cups, milk containers, or other similar paper products or any other solids, 
greases, slurries or viscous materials of such character or in such 
quantity that, in the opinion of the Director, it may cause an obstruction to 
the flow in the sewer or interfere with the proper function of the 
wastewater system 
4 Any wastewater which contains more than 100 mg-1 of fat, oil or 
grease. 
5 Any toxic substance, chemical emenent or compound in quanitites 
sufficient to impair the operation or efficiency of the wastewater 
treatment facilities, or that will pass through the wastewater treatment 
plant and cause the effluent thereof to exceed State or Federal water 
quality requirements. 
6 Any liquids having a pH lower than 6.5 or higher than 8.5, or having 
any corrosive property capable of causing damage or hazards to 
structures, equipment, persons or the wastewater system 
7 Any wastes containing radioactive substances without obtaining a 
special permit from the Director issued pursuant to Sec 29-23.22, Division 
3 of this article 
8 Any liquid or vapor having a temperature greater than 120 degrees 
P’ahrenheit 
9 Any garbage that is not ground garbage. 
10. Any pumping wastes from septic tanks, cesspools or chemical 
toilets 
11 Any water or wastes containing nonbiodegradable cutting oils, 
commonly called soluble oils, which form persistent water emulsions 
12 Any concentration of nonbiodegradable oil, petroleum oil, or refined 
petroleum products greater than 10 mg-1 or five pounds day. 
13. Any waste with a concentration of reducing agents or substances 
which will significantly increase the amount of chlorine or other 
disinfecting agent or upset biological stabilization by imposing an 
additional air requirement 
14 Any amounts of a chlorinated hydrocarbon or an organiz phosphorus 
compound, commonly known as pesticides.

his opinion, the discharge has an unacceptable adverse impact, either 
singly or in combination with other discharges, on the wastewater system 
or on the quality of effluent from the wastewater system 
Sec 29 23 23.

iai When the Director determines in a reasonable application of his 
opinion, that it is necessary to modify or eliminate wastes or portions of 
wastes that are harmful to the structures, processes or operation of the 
wastewater system or persons using or operating the system, the 
discharger shall provide, operate and maintain at his expense such 
pretreatment or processing facilities as may be determined by the 
Director necessary to eliminate the harmful aspects of the discharge 
(b) Plans, specifications and any other pertinent information relating to 
the proposed pretreatment facilities or discharge shall be submitted for 
the approval of the Director and. when required by the Director or any 
other authority, by the California Regional Water Quality Control Board 
or the United States Environmental Protection Agency No premises and 
no new facilities may be connected to the public sewer and no harmful 
discharge commenced until such approval or approvals are obtained in

No person shall cause the discharge of a slug into the public sewer 
Sec 29 23 25 Equalized Discharges 
If, in the opinion of the Director, such action is reasonably necessary to 
protect the wastewater system or operation, any discharger discharging 
in excess of 50,000 gallons in any twenty-four hour period shall construct 
and maintain at his own expense a suitable storage and flow control 
facility to insure equalization of the discharge over the twenty-four hour 
period This facility shall have a capacity of at least 80 per cent of the total 
normal volume of a twenty-four hour production period, and the outlet to 
the sewer shall be equipped with a rate-discharge controller or other 
approved device, the regulation of which shall be approved by the 
Director 
Sec. 29-23.26 Interceptors 
(a) An interceptor, included but not limited to a grease and oil or sand 
interceptor, shall be provided when, in the reasonable opinion of the 
Director, it is necessary for the proper exclusion of wastes harmful to the 
wastewater treatment facility or process. All interceptors, whether or not 
required, shall be of a type and capacity approved by the Director and 
shall be located as to be readily and easily accessible for cleaning and 
inspection. 
<b) The Director shall notify any discharger when he has determined 
that an interceptor is necessary, and the discharger shall construct and 
place into operation the interceptor within 120 days. Plans, specifications 
and other pertinent information relating to a proposed interceptor shall be 
submitted for approval by the Director Grease and oil or sand 
interceptors shall be constructed of impervious materials capable of 
withstanding abrupt and extreme changes of temperature. They shall be 
of substantial construction, water tight and equipped with easily 
removable covers which when bolted in place shall be gas tight and water 
tight. When a required interceptor is provided it shall remain continuously 
in satisfactory and effective operation by the discharger at his expense 
An interceptor is not considered properly maintained if it does not 
intercept and hold all sand, oil or grease or other constituent involved No 
wastewater from public facilities shall pass through the interceptor prior 
to discharge to the public sewer. 
Sec. 29-23 27 Responsibility of Private Utility 
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control manhole in the building sewer lateral to lacilitate observation, 
sampling and measurement of wastes Such manhole, when required, shall 
be accessible and safely located and shall be constructed in accordance 
with plans approved by the Director The manhole shall be installed by the 
owner at his expense, and shall be maintained by him so as to be safe and 
accessible at all times 
• bi All measurements tests and analyses of the characteristics of water 
and wastes to which reference is made in this section shall be determined 
in accordance with Standard Methods 
and shall be determined at the 
cont rol manhole provided or upon suitable samples taken at such control 
manholes In the event that no special manhole has heen required, the 
control manhole shall bo considered to bo the nearest downstream 
manhole in the public sewer from the point at which the building sewer 
lateral is connected 
Sec 29 23 35 Metering of W aste 
Devices for measuring the volume of waste discharged may be required 
by the Director if the volume of any disc harger cannot otherwise be 
determined from the metered water consumption records Metering 
devices for determining the volume of wastewater shall be installed, 
owned, and maintained by the discharger

in-tallation, such meters may not be removed without the consent of the 
Director 


Sec 29-23 :(b Waste Sampling 
Industrial wastes discharged into the public sewer shall be subject to 
per iodic inspection and a determination of character and concentration of 
said wastes 1 he determinations shall be made as often as may be deemed 
necessary by the Director Samples shall be collected in such a manner as 
to be representative of the composition of the wastes The sampling may 
be accomplished either manually or by the use of mechanical equipment 
acceptable to the Director Installation operation and maintenance of the 
sampling facilities shall be the responsibility of the discharger and shall 
be* subject to the approval of the Director at all times 
Sec 29 23 37 Analysis 
• a) Sampling and laboratory procedures used in the examination of 
industrial wastes shall be those set forth in 
Standard Methods ” 
However, alternate methods for certain analyses of industrial wastes may 
be* usc*d subject to mutual agreement between the Director and the 
discharger All sampling and analysis of industrial wastewaters shall be; 
accomplished by a laboratory certified to analyze wastewater by the 
California Department of Public Health and the costs shall be the 
responsibility of the discharger 
(b) The city may also make its own analyses of the wastes and such 
determinations shall be binding on the discharger for all purposes The 
costs of sampling and analysis of industrial wastes by the city shall be paid 
by the discharger 


Division 5 Connections to Public Sewer. 


Sec 29 23 43 District Property Entitled to Connection 
All real property in the district is entitled to be connected to and served 
by the sanitary sewer system of the city, provided, that a connection 
permit is obtained pursuant to the Plumbing Code, and the sewer 
connection charges provided in this division are paid, which right shall 
continue as long as the sewer service charges prescribed by this article 
are paid 
Sec 29-23 44 Connection Charges 
'a • A sewer connection charge shall be collected for each new sewer 
connection made to the public sewer from any parcel of land wholly in the 
district Such charges shall be payable at the time the sewage connection 
is applied for 
1 b 1 The connection charges are as follows. 
1 For single-family dwellings not in conjunction with the building of two 
or more such units, the charge is $270 per unit 
2 For multiple family residential buildings not exceeding 12 units and 
for mobile home parks, the charge is $210 per unit 
3 For hotels, motels, and multiple-family residential buildings of 13 or 
more units, the charge is $150 per unit 
4 For all commercial buildings, other than hotels and motels, and 
publicly-owned buildings, the charge is $175 for the first four fixtures plus 
$50 for each additional fixture 
5 For industrial buildings, the charge is $175 for the first six fixtures 
plus $50 for each additional fixture 
The term fixture, as used in this section, is hereby defined as any 
plumbing, mechanical or other device designed or used, directly or 
indirectly, for supplying water within a building or structure, which water 
is thereafter conveyed, directly or indirectly, to the wastewater 1 sewer)

was sentenced to three years in prison Monday for violating a probation 
placed on him in 1973 folowing his conviction for cashing stolen government 
checks 
Sample, who played with the 1968 Super Bowl champion New York Jets, 
was sentenced by U S District Court Judge Daniel H Huyett 3rd 
Huyett sentenced Sample. 36. in March, 1973, placing him on three years 
probation and fining him $1,000 for cashing $7,400 in government checks, 
stolen from the mails 
Huyett revoked Sample's probation last May 28 on grounds he had 
accepted $4,500 in stolen U.S. Treasury Department checks from two men 
with the promise to pay one-third of their face value when the checks 
cleared a bank 
In ordering the prison term, Huyett said "the violation of probation is a 
serious matter I cannot ignore the seriousness of it.” 
Huyett said “ This is a strong case. I am satisfied with the facts " 
The judge said he had given Sample “ the benefit of the doubt” with the 
original probation sentence. 
Sample, speaking in his own behalf, twice told the court, “ 1 did not fence 
any federal checks for anyone. 1 didn't do anything wrong. ” 
Sample, who is married and has three children, asked the judge to 
consider his family and “ the hardship on them.”

Another near record week for salmon fishing out of Port 
San Luis The small boat tally by Harbor Associates from 
June 1 through 6 showed 359 boats launched and 2,013 
salmon caught 
Party boat operators said they never had it so good The 
“ ABC” showed 140 fish taken in those five days, with 
almost everyone limited out 
Old time anglers believe this to be a 
record run of salmon, quantity wise, or at 
least the best in the past 40 years. Chinooks 
are rare - possibly they are in deep water 
but the silvers are in relatively shallow 
water and are running five to 10 pounds. 
Rock fishing has been excellent for those 
who have taken their salmon limit. Runs to 
Pecho Rock are popular, and also to Point 
Sal and Purisima. Skip Satos boat is 
offering a special June 18 20, with a free 
junior with every paid adult. Reservations 
a must. 


The P G and E Stream Scouts report that salmon fishing 
off Humboldt County is terrific. 
The use of airplanes to spot swordfish for commercial 
fishing would he outlawed under a regulation under 
consideration by the Department of Fish and Game (D FG ). 
It is one of several swordfishing regulations under

But first the state legislature must turn control of 
commercial swordfishing over to the Fish and Game 
Commission, which would in turn take recommendations 
from the DFG.

WASHINGTON — And so another 
grand American tradition becomes 
mummified in nostalgia. 


The attorney general’s list of 
subversive organizations has sunk 
into the formaldehyde of history, 
interred 
with the ghost of Joe 
McCarthy and Errol Flynn movies. 


The list of some 300 organizations 
remains as an artifact attesting to 
official, 
governmental, 
law-and- 
order buffoonery. Zealots in the 
Justice Department and elsewhere 
really 
believed 
that 
a 
citizen's 
probity 
and 
loyalty 
could 
be 
affirmed in the negative, that really 
good and true Americans avoided 
outfits like the Abraham Lincoln 
brigade. 


Every GI for decades had to face 


that list printed in the tiniest type to 
see whether you were loyal enough 
to serve America in the hour of her 
maximum danger 
About a decade ago, I faced this 
test of loyalty as a buck private The 
sergeants and lieutenants warned us 
that the foe was a tricky little fellow 
in black pajamas who could survive 
in the jungle with a live chicken and 
a handful of rice. 
But 
no. 
the real 
m enace the 
attorney general’s list warned us 
against 
was 
the

of 
Georgia Klans, the Chopin Cultural 
Center,

The whole point of the subversive 
list was that subversives don’t play 
by the rules, that the Commies, 
Nazis and Friends of Tojo were 
likely to go under the cover of 
respectability. 
So 
governm ent 
i n v e s t i g a t o r s 
w e n t 
o v e r 
m em bership 
rosters 
carefully, 
looking for known subversives, for 
th o se 
c it i z e n s 
with 
known 
reputations for fighting the good 
way of life. 
It’s a good thing that the list is 
gone, but if they ever revive it, 
governm ent 
investigators 
m ay 
follow the tracks to an organization 
formed in California in 1969 for 
alleged “ general educational and 
charitable purposes,’’ ho ho, the 
usual subversive cover. 
Among its founding trustees are 
the likes of John Ehrlichman, H. R. 
Haldeman, Herbert Kalmbach and 
John N. Mitchell. The name of the 
outfit is the Richard Nixon Library 
Foundation.

Population will grow dramatically 
in Lompoc Valley between 1975 and 
1980, according to the Santa Barbara 
County 
C ities 
Area 
Planning 
Council, 
and the cost of home 
construction will continue at an 
inflationary figure. 
Those 
are 
two 
conclusions 
to 
be 
gleaned 
from 
a 
regional 
housing 
study published last 
month by the coun­ 
cil. 
P o p u l a t i o n 
of 
Lompoc 
Valley is 
listed 
at 
47,729 
persons in 1970; 
and projections of 51,531 in 1975; and 
60,500 in 1980. In a conclusion on 
page 48, the authors say : “It can be 
seen that the five-year increment 
from 1975 to 1980 experiences a 
dramatic 
population 
increase of 
8,969 persons requiring almost 2,500 
housing units. This increase occurs 
at a faster rate than the population 
normally would be 
expected to 
grow 
and 
is due to 
intensified 
activity at the Air Force B ase.” 
The 
study notes 
a continuing 
shortage 
of 
housing 
for 
large 
fam ilies and that the projected cost 
for production of lower income units 
would be high: 
a 400 square foot 
efficiency apartment would cost 
$8,000 (at $20 a square foot) to build 
plus approximately $4,000 for land 
and improvements. Thus a one- 
room unit would cost about $12,000.” 
In term s of market sufficiency the 
study notes that “ Barring external 
influences, 
the 
growth 
rate 
is 
maintained at a fairly constant level 
of 4,500 additional residents for each

of the other five-year periods' after 
1980. 
By 1990, the study notes, there will 
be a total deficit of 6,781 units over 
the existing housing stock. Almost 
60 per cent of these are needed 
before 1980, according to the study. 
Those are heady figures and most 
people 
will 
probably 
reserve 
judgment. Prognosticators failed to 
forsee 
the 
full 
force 
of 
the 
population explosion initially as a 
result of Vandenberg and then went 
the 
other 
way 
and 
predicted 
population increases that failed to 
m aterialize because of the cutbacks 
at the base. 
Nevertheless the figures seem 
more in keeping with the experience 
gained during Vandenberg’s buildup 
and leveling off. 
Most segm ents of the leadership 
have pledged to help forestall boom 
conditions. Readers may recall that 
Bill Cook, county assessor some 
months ago said it was his goal to 
prevent 
speculative 
land 
buying 
from causing inflationary spurts in 
assessed valuation. Leaders in the 
City of Lompoc also have said 
consistent, but modest growth is 
better than boom conditions.

Last month, it was reported in a 
city council meeting that it would 
cost $5000 to paint the missile and 
$9000 to sand blast and paint it.

All this and tourists, I’ve been 
told, inquire if m issiles are made at 
Grefco.
